General We'lis conmanded there, 
and bring feconded by the Prince ot Hildburgfhaufen 
at the Head of the Grenadiers, repulfd the Turks 
with great Bravery. The Turks charged likewife the 
Center of the Imperirl Army, and the Fight was 
very hot from Two in the Afternoon till Six, when 
the Turks were put to Flight, chiefly by the gallant 
Behaviour of the Imperial Horſe. The Enemy would 
have been purfued, bad rhe Rain permitted it The 
Imperialifts remained Mafters of the Field of Batrle, 
having taken four Cannon, a great Number of Arnvs, 
Horfes, and fome Standards. Six hurdred Turks 
were found dead on the Field, but their known 
Cuftom of carrying off their Dead, renders it pro- 
bable that their Lois was much greater. The Im- 
perialifts loft about foo Men, among them qo Officers ; 
the chief of which are, the Colonel of the Regi- 
ment of Bareith, Count Traut, Captain of Dragoons 
in the Regiment of Kevenhuller ; the Marquis Botra 
an Italiani, Nephew of the Gencral of that Name, 
and Capt of Foot in the Regiment of Young Daun ; 
the Count de Lamberg, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
Regiment of Kevenhuller, was wounded: General 
Wallis in his Letter to the Emperor, writes, ** All 
** your Majefty’s Troops did well, but efpecially the 
** Cavalry.” The Imperialifts lay upon their Arms 
the Night between the gth and sth, and Count 
Konigfegg having heard nothing ot the Enemy, re- 


folved on the sth to continue his March towards 
Meadia.
